Want End to Uncertainty 

“The peace and prosperity of 
peoples everywhere depend on the 
ability of the great powers to trans- 
late into agreement the cries of 
2,000,000,000 people of every race 
and color and inevery corner of the 
earth who desperately want an end 
to war and to the uncertainty which 
leads to war.” 

As the peace conference moves 
toward its finish, said Mr. Claxton, 
“our hope is that the views which 
the commissions have worked out 
after weeks of effort will be ac- 
cepted by the conference as a whole 
and that they will be acted upon 
by the council of foreigin ministers.” 

The Canadian delegate added: 
|“It cannot be too often said that 
|this is not a conference to draft 
| peace treaties. It is a conference

Fear 


Is Ascribed to Atomic Bomb 


By Thomas R. Henry 

WASHINGTON, (NANA)—Atomic 
energy is producing & world “fear 
psychology,” of the same sort that 
causes destructive panic in® the in- 
dividual. 

This is the analysis of the social 
psychologists group of the Ameri- 
can psychological association, un- 
dertaken at the request of the 
federation of American scientists. 

The psychological impact in all 
countries, the analysis concludes, “is 
a crippling feeling of impotence, 
ignorance and general insecurity. 
In an individual, vague fear soon 
leads to actual sickness. “The fear 
spreads and influences all his think- 
ing. Then he either behaves in an 
immature and helpless manner, or 
becomes panicky and destructive.” 

Escapist Thinking 

One way out of this fear, it is 
pointed out, is “escapist thinking,” 
Says the statement: “We try to 
find comfort in the statement of 
dubious authorities that the bomb 
is not dangerous, We indulge in 
wishful thinking that some defense 
will be developed. We hope un- 


realistically that we can always keep statement points out. 


|the secret of its manufacture, or we 
feel secure in the knowledge that we | 
are accumulating more and more | 
bombs. Such immature and escap- | 
ist reactions can only hinder con- | 
structive solution of the problem. | 
“Or, which is equally fatal, we 
;may become frantic in our precau-

Ridden by Fear 

“People in other countries also will 
be ridden by fear and confusion. |

energy rather than on its role as 
“destructive lightning.”

British Use Radio Control 
In Testing Jet Plane Speed

LONDON — Newest British ex- 


perimental jet-propelled aircraft 
are too fast for human pilots, and 
the nation’s top researchers expect 
to test-fly them by radio. 


Sir Ben Lockspeiser, director gen- j 


eral of supply here, said this re- 
cently in a survey of future saero- 
nantical developments. “We are 
rapidly approaching the limit of 
human endurance,” he said casu- 
ally, “Soon, aircraft will be so fast 
that no pilot will be able to test 
them adequately. We are now 
planning to conduct the initial test 
flights by radio control.” 

It isn’t speed as such which af- 
fects the pilot. So far as scientists 
know, there is no appreciable effect 
on the human body travelling at 
1,000, 2,000 or even 5,000 miles per 
hour in straight, level and steady 


It is when you want to 
climb, dive accelerate or turn 
corners that the trouble starts;

These 
are among the permanent losses sustained 
by farmers—strikers and non-strikers alike. 
So are the costs of having carried hogs and | 
cattle beyond the time when they were ready 
for market, and the deterioration of season- 
able vegetables held back when they were 
at their best and the demand for them at 
the peak. 

The delegates who went to Ottawa re- 
port they received ready attention, and found 
a co-operative spirit among officials, The 
most they seem to have gained is a pro- 
mise of representation on the Prices Support 
Board, which is and has been carrying on 
Investigation in the direction demanded as the 
main reason for calling the strike. 

In this there is at least a suggestion that 
the strike was not necessary. The Board, it 
has been officially explained, has and has 
had the investigating powers with which it | 
was asked that the proposed commission be | 
clothed, and even broader powers, and was 
already exercising these powers before non- | 
delivery action was resorted to, 

The inference is that if the strategy men 
of the A.F.U. had done some investigating 
themselves a month ago they could have sav- 
ed the members and their neighbors the los- 
Ses, inconvenience and bad feeling caused by 
the strike; and several parties the expenses

Back to Reality 


The executive council of the A-F-of-L 
welcomed delegates to the national con- 
vention in Chicago with the warning that 
* Only steady production of goods can bring 
prices down to a reasonable level.” 

That seems to make it unanimous so far 
@s groups are concerned, for it is to be as- 
sumed—and hoped—that leaders of other 
labor organizations are also aware of the 
same fact. Outside these groups there has 
been universal recognition of this basic real- 
ity. 

This elementary truism applies in Can- 
ada of course as well as in the United States, 
And only in degree have our neighbors been 
ignoring it more flagrantly than Canadians. 
If the trend in officia] labor circles south of 
the border is to get back to productive indus- 
try, there is hope that the same trend will 
develop on this side of the line. 

In both countries there has been wide 
and convincing experimenting with the no- 
tion that group prosperity could be furthered 
by holding up production in order to force 
up wages. But as wages have gone up so have 
prices. It would be interesting to know in 
how many cases the increased wages have 
made the wage-earners any better off. 

There is no doubt about what the price 
advance has done to other classes—which 
in each country comprise the great mass of 
the population. Nor whether it has helped 
or slowed down business, increased or less- 
ened employment, raised or lowered the aver- 
age standard of living. In both countries 
living conditions are harder than they were 
one year ago, 

It is high time to take the reverse 
course, and aim deliberately to work prices 
down, not jack them up by free-for-all 
Scrambles as to which particular group is 
to get more dollars per week than others. 
The vital fact is that the dollar does not 
mean what it should mean, and never can 
mean that until the things a dollar can buy 
become more and more plentiful. |

What then is the reason for the 
present wave of strikes? It is not 
conceivable that wages and work- 
were so bad that 
strikes were necessary to force 
an adjustment. In most cases 
the picture is quite the contrary. 
In some strikes the men who quit 
work had no complaint against 
their employer; in other cases men 
found themselves striking for a rea- 
son they did not know or for de- 
mands greatly in excess of those 
they had voted for and which could 
have been settled by negotiation, 
The public in trying to judge the

Meals Cost Double 


These prices are naturally reflected 
in the price of meals in restaurants 
and hotels. A simple meal which 
before the war would cost the trav- 
eller 75 cents or a dollar now costs 
twice that amount. 

Paradoxically the largest centres 
such as New York, Washington, 
Boston, seemed to have the best 
supplies of food.

Find B-29 Wreck 
In Lolo Country 


SICHANG, China, (AP) Lt.- 
Col. Herbert W. Wurtzler, with a 
missionary and two assistants, 


Tuesday began a four-day trek to 
inspect the wreckage of a long-lost 
B-29 from which three bodies have 
been recovered, and in which they 
hope to find clues to possible sur- 
vivors.

The successive trade conferences 
look to a world in which many 
existing trade barriers will be re- 
moved under peaceful conditions 
guaranteed by the United Nations. 
But the dominions’ representatives 
are making clear that they have 
no intention of surrendering 
Imperial preference benefits in 
exchange for airy promises of what 
will happen when the new age 
of security comes. 

The United Kingdom, main mar- 
ket for much of the produce of the 
dominions, in turn is assuring them 
that preferences will not be dis- 
carded unless there is actually in 
hand or otherwise certain a re- 
placement of what may be lost in 
Empire business.
